Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
^agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued Conway does not teach one or more indications for 
'one or more instructions. In response, the Examiner pointed out that paragraph [0037] of Conway teaches checking 
the status of all unfinalized transactions. The progress of transactions are monitored and real time feedback occurs. 
Instant messages regarding the status and results of a transaction are sent regarding the current status of the 
progressing transaction. Applicant also argued that claim 2 would be allowable if amended to include two or more of 
the limitations instead of only one or more. However, the changing of the scope requires the Examiner to perform 
further searching to determine whether a secondary reference existed and could be applied in a 103 rejection. .
